There are good stocks of most varieties of corn and the germination is 
above average. 

As the weather warms up there is going to be a big demand for seed 
potatoes. Some varieties are already getting scarce. This is particularly 
true of the Russet and Chippewa. The Vv ictory Garden is going to use a 
large amount of seed potatoes this year. Sweet Corn is another item much 
in demand for the Victory Garden.
